EXAMINER 'S AMENDMENT 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In Claim 8: Change "any one of claims 1 to 7" to "claim 1". 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
This application is for a disk autochanger. 

• Claims 1,9, and 10 specifies a disk autochanger, which requires: 

". . ., a splitting member configured to be inserted between two adiacent 
disc holding members for splitting said adiacent disc holding members, and 
an elevator mechanism configured to raise or lower said plurality of disc holding 
members to an insertion a position for insertion of said splitting member therebetween 
and to lower for raising or lowering at least part a first portion of said disc holding 
members positioned below said insertion position to enable insertion of a playback 
part while not moving a second portion of said disc holding members positioned 
above said insertion position." 

The prior art of record fails to teach, show or suggest, by either anticipating or rendering 
obvious, the invention as set forth in the claims of the instant application. Furthermore, a search 
made does not detect the combined claimed elements as set forth in the pending claims. 
Additionally, the reasons for allowance of the claims over the prior art of record is believed to be 
readily clear, self evident and apparent from the claim language set forth in each of claims 1,9, 
and 10, when compared and contrasted with the prior art. 

Therefore, these features, in combination with other features of claims 1,9, and 10, 
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are not anticipated by, nor made obvious over, the closest prior art of record as indicated on PTO 
Form 892.
